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FOREWORD 


Hello, 

We are together again this issue. Since the 5th issue our country and 
the world have witnessed important developments. The General Secre¬ 
tary of the Revolutionary People’s Liberation Party Dursun Karatas who 
had been imprisoned during the past 5 months in the dungeons of French 
imperialism was released by the court that he appeared in front on the 
26th January 1995. Following this incident which made a huge impact, 
the French Police not being able to digest the fact that Dursun Karatas 
had became free and had a returned to continue his duties started to 
attack Turkish anti-fascist revolutionaries, patriots and establishments, in 
a terrorist manor. The report and our views on this issue can be read 
below. 

The 30th March 1972 is a turning point in respect of our organisa¬ 
tions and our revolutionary history. Every year on the 30th March, the 
day that THKP-C leader Mahir Qayan, his friends and two THKO (The 
Peoples Liberation Army of Turkey) fighters were massacred at Kizildere. 
Our organisations organise various activities under the title, «The 30th 
March 17th April the remembrance days of our revolutionary martyrs». 
This year the 1st anniversary of the formation of the Revolutionary Peo¬ 
ple’s Liberation Party has been added to the various activities. You can 
find below the report and our views on this subject also in this issue. 

Probably one of the most significant incidents to have occurred dur¬ 
ing the separation period in our country was the Istanbul Gazi Neigh¬ 
bourhood uprising, which began on the 12th March and developed, i 
until the 15th March. On the 12th March fascist of Nationalist Move¬ 
ment Party (MHP) jointly with Istanbul counter-guerillas organised a si¬ 
multaneous attack on the 4 cafes with automatic weapons, this resulted 
in the death of two people. Where upon under the leadership of the 
Revolutionary People’s Liberation Front the workers uprised on the 12, 
13, 14, 15 March days. When ten thousands of people using stones and 
barricades clashed for days with the police forces, during those days the 
police fired at the people resulting in the death of 30 people and hun¬ 
dreds of people being injured. You can read about the details of the 
incident below. 

During this period following a clash between the enemy forces and 
the Revolutionary People’s Liberation Front-Dersim Rural Area Armed 
Propaganda Units, 9 of our guerillas died as a martyrs. Also one of our 
fighters was killed due to an enemy ambush in Gaziantep. 

The disappearance politics of revolutionaries and patriots of the Re¬ 
public of Turkey’s government rapidly continues. During the new pe¬ 
riod two of our comrades one after the other, Ismail Bahceci and Aysenur 
Simsek were detained by the police and after being tortured both disap¬ 
peared. 

«What kind of World Do We Live In» and «Stalin», we believe our 
views on these subject should also be of interest and that we clearly 
show where we stand on issues related to these subjects. 

On the world news sections there are our views on Palestine and 
Chechnya.

When the clock showed 
22:30, the people came to¬ 
gether while shouting their slogans and 
started to walk towards the police station. 
At the beginning of the Ismetpasa street, 
Devrimci Halk Gugleri and other democratic 
or revolutionary organisations, together 
with the people from Gazi, built a big barri¬ 
cade. The barricade was set to fire so it was 
impossible to pass it. 

The People's Anger Targeted 

Those Who Are Responsible 

The slogan yelled by the people was 
«Our People Against Fascism)). The time 


now: 00:00 o’clock. 

The people attacked 
an armoured car and 
threw whatever they 
could lay their hands 
on. As a result the 

armoured car withdrew. When it was 00:15 
o’clock, the street between the Ismetpasa 
and the Gazi police station was completely 
occupied by the people and they built a 
new barricade in front of the police station. 
Next the police station was attacked. At 
this point we walked back into the Ismetpasa 
street. The scene there was different then a 
few of hours ago: Shops, owned by fas¬ 
cists, were burned down, a lot of cars be¬ 
longing to fascists were turned upside 
down. There was very little light from the 
houses, everybody was on the street: 
Men, women and children. 


We Can Die, 

But We Will Never Withdraw 

At 04:00 o’clock, we saw the 
armed vehicles starting to move 
again. When the people saw this, 
they immediately started to con¬ 
solidate the barricades. After the first 
stones flew through the air, they started 
to fire and we heared very many salvos of 
heavy fire. 

Mehmet Giinduz 

Will Never Die 

We saw Mehmet Giinduz being shot 
in the head and fall down to the ground. 
He was not the only one who fell. Some 
ten people got killed. Despite this, the 
people did not stop to fight against the 
police. Mehmet Gundiiz came from 
Erzurum. He came from the Guzeltepe -

mothers carried their hood to join 
babies for the future the people in 
revolution... Gazi. One of 

the fighters on 
the street said: «I want to apologise to 
my people, because I saw my friend fall¬ 
ing and instead of helping him I contin¬ 
ued to fight against the police...» Again, 
the police had to withdraw. 

Everything was quiet then. Two young 
people stood in front of the barricade. One 
of them started to walk towards the Alevi 
Association. He started to yell against the 
people. He said: «Where are you? Our 
people are dying. It is better to fight with 
honour against fascism than to live a few 
more years without honour.)) Three thou¬ 
sands people were gathered in front of 
the police station. The police blocked the 
way to the station with armed vehicles 
and veiy many policemen behind them. 
They wanted to secure the torture center 
and the place were they murdered numer¬ 
ous people. We heared another thou¬ 
sands were waiting in front of the asso¬ 
ciation. They started to advance towards 
the police station. On their way they again 
destroyed fascists’ shops, cars were 
turned upside down agaia The two groups 


came together in front of the police station. 
Now we can see the faces of the police¬ 
men. We can see the fear in their eyes. 

The People Fight 
Against Bullets 
With Stones 

The people advanced the police sta¬ 
tion even more. They want to go over the 
policemen towards the police station. At 
this moment the enemies of the people 
started to fire with everything they have 
at the crowded. A woman (Fadime Bingol) 
fell down. She was shot in the eye and 
died immediately. A lot of people fell to 
the ground. Injured by the numerous bul¬ 
lets. A young boy screamed: «We need 
guns!)) Finally the people retreated. They 
brought their injured friends to the near¬ 
est hospitals and gathered together again 
on the main-street. 

This is A Day For Fighting 

Again the battle started. The people 
were even more angry than before. This 
time there were soldiers in front of the po¬ 
lice station. We think they were put there 
because they want to neutralize the anger 
aimed at the police. The people just break 
through the soldiers’ barricade. Three 
young people of Devrimci Halk Gugleri 
climbed upon an armoured vehicle and de¬ 
stroy the water-canon with hammers.

The next day, the bodies of Halil Kaya 
(who was the one killed by the fascist at¬ 
tack on the caffee) and Mehmet Gundiiz 
were brought to the Alevi association. 
The people in front of the police station, 
started to go there. At this moment, when 
the people had their backs towards the 
police station, the police decided that this 
was a good moment for them to attack the 
people again. They attacked with armed 
vehicles and fired shots to the people. 
Immediately, the people started to battle 
with the police again. 

Revolutionary Martyrs Will Never Die 
We Will Drown The Fascists 
In The Blood Of Our Martyrs 

In the evening, we learn that 150 peo¬ 
ple are in hospital, more than 20 people 



Ismail Tiimen: (Owner of caffee which was attacked): Prior to the attack fas¬ 
cists came to the district every 15 days or every month. Day made the Turkish 
symbol of fascism with their hands and open fire. 

Kekil ...: Supporters of Tiirkes did this. At that time when the police attacked, 
they were showing the fascist symbol and those who open fired on the caffees also 
made the same symbol. People holed the same idea that this attack was the work of 
fascists and counter-guerilla working side by side. 

G. Kirmizikaya: Definitely this attack was pre-planned because a relative of a 
friend of mine, who was held in custody 15-20 days ago, was told by police: «You can 
smile now but soon Ismetpasa street (the scene of the attack) will become a blood lake 
and then you will see.» In this event police collaborated with the attackers. 
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were killed. It is very diffcult to 
find out the real figures be¬ 
cause not every injured went 
to the hospital. Some were ar¬ 
rested and we don’t know how 
they are doing, etc.

C. (28 years old): 

Whatever we could gather we used to 
make the barricades more healthy and 
those materials that we took f rom the fas¬ 
cist’s shops. We put in the front of the 
barricade. Without hesitation, our peo¬ 
ple brought from their homes anything 
that could be used to strengthen the bar¬ 
ricade. They broke up cradles and 
brought them to the barricades. Women 
came with their rolling pins. When the 
curfew was first declared, those from the 
other neighbourhoods and then 70 per 
cent of people from Gazi did not accept 
People were cooking food at 5 and 6 in 
the morning and bringing to the protest¬ 
ers behind the barricades. Gazi uprising 
was not an Alevi-Siinni clash. There were 


Sunni friends amongst us too. We were 
talking and joking about being Alevi and 
Sunni. We built the barricades with to¬ 
gether. 

L Y. (23 years old): 

There were tyres and inner tubes 
and molotovs to make defends. The peo¬ 
ple gave petrol for the molotovs. We 
prepared them urgently and so they 
couldn’t ignite easily. There were peo¬ 
ple of all ages and from all professions 
behind the barricades and our families. 
There were mothers of martyrs, white 
collar workers, post office white col¬ 
lar workers in their uniforms who we 
thought at first were police. There 
were local bus drivers. 


H. K. (Housewife): 

When we had time we made a fire, 
sang our songs and danced. We helped 
prepare some things for our protester 
friends. I gave 4 sheets and some bottles. 
They wanted paint to write with and I gave 
that too. 

E. A. (Housewife): 

When I said to the protester «Let’s 
go to my house to drink tea and rest» 
They replied «We didn’t come here to 
rest, we came here to defend». If they had 
not made the barricades, then more peo¬ 
ple would have died here... Those who 
came from the other neighbourhoods also 
spent their effort for us. We were the last 
people to leave. 
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Everybody had 
the same feelings, 
the same anger 
at the state. 

Men, women and chil¬ 
dren. Devrimci Halk 
Giigleri started yelling 
slogans: «We are going 
to take account from the 
fascists!)). They went to 
the road E-6 with the 
people following them. 

Together they occupied 
the road for half and 
hour. This was not 
enough, and the crowed started to walk 
towards the Gazi district. Also the peo¬ 
ple from Okmeydani went on to the 
streets and joined the people in Gazi. 

The Sparks From Gazi 
Also Spreaded 
The Asian Part 
Of Istanbul 

Tuzla and Aydinli are two neigh¬ 
bourhoods mainly live 
leat-herworkers. After 
the word came through 
about to events in Gazi, 
within the hour they let 
a demonstration. Then 
they occupied also the E- 
6 highway. In the after¬ 
noon the workers laid 
down their work, shop- 
owners closed their 
shops. This were the 
first reaction from the 
people. Later they at¬ 
tacked the Giiven Petrol 
Station because it owned 
by fascists. They ruined 
it completely.This place 
was destroyed several 



times before by Devrimci Halk Gugleri. 

Also the people from Pendik, Yaylali, 
Kartal and Giilsuyu went on to the 
streets. The Esenyol Milli Genglik Vakfi 
(fascist youth organization) building 
was bombed by Devrimci Halk Gtigleri. 
All over Istanbul, the people rise up: 
Ornektepe, Ikitelli, Halkali, Bakirkoy, 
Umraniye, Giilsuyu, Uskiidar, Nurtepe, 
Caglayan, Kagithane, Sariyer, Giiltepe, 
Kugiikgekmece, Avcilar. The spark from 



MASSACRE IN «l MAYIS» DISTRICT 


One day before about 5000 people 
hold a demonstratioa On 15th March they 
walked from the Birlik district, where upon 
arrival at the 1 Mayis district, their num¬ 
bers have increased to 10.000. 

From here the mass walk towards 
Goztepe. Police blocked the way, the 
people return, retracing their steps. 
When they arrive at 1 Mayis district, 
police again blocked the way. 

At this point police was forced to 


go away under the rain of stones of peo¬ 
ple. Civil policemen began to open fire 
targeting the people. Nine of them killed 
brutally. Tens of them wounded. But 
people refused to go away and began to 
shout the slogans: «The Fascist Police 
Will Pay The Cost Of The Massacre)). 

During these days, our labourer peo¬ 
ple began to learn how they will march 
towards victory and freedom and how 
they will be victorious.

Gazi turned into a fire all 
over Istanbul. 

On Tuesday a com¬ 
mittee was formed. Be¬ 
cause of this the prob¬ 
lem of the initiative was 
solved. The revolution¬ 
aries started to talk 
with the people about 
the process of the 
struggle. At the end of 
the day they made some demands: 
First, the soldiers and the police have 
to withdraw from the area and curfew 
has to be lifted. Second, the people 
who were arrested must be released. 
Third, the bodies of the killed people 
must be returned to the people to be 
buried in the Gazi-cemetery. Fourth: 
The people who want to enter the Gazi 
district must be able to do so with¬ 
out any trouble. 

During this day, news from other 
parts of Turkey reached Istanbul. 
This was very inspiring for the peo¬ 
ple. 

During the evening, the police 
tried to attack again with armed vehi¬ 
cles. They received and appropriate 
answer from the people. 

The people from Devrimci Halk 
Giigleri carried a huge banner from 10 
meters wide and 4 meters high. The 
banner carried the slogan: «THE 
GOVERNMENT ATTACKED THE 
PEOPLE OF GAZI RESISTED - 
DHKP-C». The people carrying this 
banner went to the front and started 
to walk. Almost 20.000 people walked 
behind this banner. On both sides of 
the crowed, the people formed a se¬ 
curity-chain against attacks from the 
police. This was very nice: Common 
people, protecting revolutionaries. 
During the ceremony, which lasted 
several hours, the people did not 
stop yelling their slogans. 

Everybody had the same feelings, 
the same anger at the state.

13 th March, 2 am: 

1500 people begin 
walking in the Nurtepe 
district of Istanbul. 

They block the E-6 high¬ 
way with slogans of 
«We Are The People, 

We Are Right, We Will 
Win!», «Long Live Our; 

Revolt!», After being 
called by the Revolu-, 
tionary People’s Power ’ 
they proceed to Gazi. 

13 th March, 4 am: 

People from Ok- 
meydani, Qaglayan and 
it’s surrounding dis¬ 
tricts block the E-5 high¬ 
way and commence 
walking towards Gazi. 

The police barricades can’t stop them. 

13 th March, Morning: 

Shop keepers from the districts of 
Umraniye, Okmeydani, Alibeykoy, Ku- 
gukarmutlu and Nurtepe close their shops 
in order to protest the massacre. At the 
same time, thousands of people from all 
over Istanbul, begin arriving in Gazi. Upon 
arrival in the Kazim Karabekir district peo¬ 
ple attack the building of the fascist organi¬ 
zation, subsequently destroying it. 

13 th March, midday: 

In Tuzla and Aydinli workers occupied 
the highway and made a protest demon¬ 
stration. The shop keepers close their 
shops. Protesters destroy the auto repair 
work shop in which the fascists were us¬ 
ing. The districts ofPendik, Esenyali, Kartal, 
Giilsuyu, Ornektepe, Ikitelli, Halkali, 
Bakirkoy, Umraniye, Uskudar, Nurtepe, 
Qaglayan, Kagithane, Sariyer, Giiltepe, 
Kugtikgekmece and Avcilar were blocked 
throughout the day with demonstrators. 

13 th March, midday: 

In the Trakya University in Edime the 
DHKC/Dev-Geng hang a banner in which 
a model of bomb and hold a forum. The 
campus of Avcilar in Istanbul University 
also hold a meeting with the participation 
of hundreds of students. Such actions con¬ 
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tinue in the Technical University of Istan¬ 
bul and Middle East Technical University 
in Ankara. 

14 th March, morning, Istanbul: 

At down the side of the DHKC/Dev- 
Geng destroy an office of the fascists in 
Ferahevler. In the following hours, about 
2000 people blocked the E-5 highway at 
Giilsuyu and began to march. Police opened 
fire some people were injured. In Esenyurt 
hundreds of people walked to the MHP 
(Nationalist Movement Party) building. In 
Umraniye a cafeteria used as a base by fas¬ 
cists. In Esenyurt, a jewellery shop which 
collaborates with the police and a butcher 
were bombed. In Ikitelli the office of the 
MHP was destroyed. 

14 th March, Ankara: 

Nearly 10.000 people fill Kizilay square 
and shouted the slogans of «Turkey Will 
Be A Graveyard For Fascisms Police chiefs 
try to bargain with the crowds but they are 
answered with the throwing of coins. The 
police attack but they come up against de¬ 
fends. Using armed cars and batons, they 
take many people into custody. 

14 th March, Eskisehir: 

About 1000 people organized a dem¬ 
onstration just 50 metres away from police 
headquarters. Police attacked the demon-

Police took 15 people 
into custody. The others 
shouted slogans. Police 
was obliged to let them 
free. Tens of thousands 
of people joined the dem¬ 
onstrations in districts of Narlidere, Buca, 
Giiltepe, Mersin, Adana, Izmit, Adapazari, 
Iskenderun, Malatya, Hatay, Trabzon, 
Balikesir, Samandag, Nigde and Yildiz Tech¬ 
nical University. They hang up banners and 
wrote on the walls. 

15 th March: 

After being called by the Revolution¬ 
ary People’s Power in Yenibosna shop 
keepers close their shops. Later nearly 4000 
people marched as far as the E-5 highway. 
Forums were organized in Istanbul Techni¬ 
cal University and Middle East Technical 
University in Ankara. During the forum at 
Ankara, an agent from National Intelligence 
Service (MIT) was captured by students 
and showed to the crowds. In Adana, Quku- 
rova University there had been organized 
a demonstration participating 500 people. 
16 th March: 

1000 students from Izmir Egean Univer¬ 
sity marched with slogans in sport of the 
Gazi uprising. Istanbul University and its 
surroundings were equipped with banners. 
High Educational Youth came out from 
school and began walking. Police teams 
cannot intervene with the walk. But stu¬ 
dents threw the stones to the police teams. 
Upon finishing the walk, a fascist centre 
was destroyed.

GUNFIGHT AND RESISTANCE IN DERSIM 


A guerilla unit belonging to Devrimci 
Halk Kurtulus Cephesi (Revolutionary 
People’s Liberation Front) was ambushed 
and surrounded by State counter-guerilla 
units on December 6, 1994 near the vil¬ 
lage of Qaytasi. 

During gunfight guerillas hung the 
banner of DHKC over the window and 
shouted the slogans. Their houses were 
raided by counter-guerilla units with 
the weapons of RPG-7 and several kinds 
of bombs. Enemies made a call for sur¬ 
rendering but guerillas answered and 


embraced death with their slogans, 
revolutionary songs and ‘tilili’ on their 
lips. 

A journalist who follow the gunfight 
from the daily newspaper «Milliyet» was 
saying in article: «It was interesting that 
after every call, all the guerillas was pro¬ 
testing and shouting slogans of freedom 
and liberation.» 

The commander of guerilla unit, Kemal 
Askeri, was carrying on a long agitation 
against the villagers and soldiers during 
gunfight. 


After gunfight, 10 of guerillas fell af¬ 
ter hours of fighting and village house 
was broken down because of the fire of 
soldiers. 

On following days, villagers made a 
funeral procession for their martyrs and 
shouted the slogans of «No crime com¬ 
mitted against peoples can be left unpun¬ 
ish ed» 

P.c.: After the massacre, a commander of 
counter-guerilla units resigned and said: 

«I have never seen any enemy like these, 

I refuse to fire against these young men.»

Kemal Askeri was the child of a Arab 
family. He started the revolutionary strug¬ 
gle in 1975 as a member of Devrimci Gen^lik (Revolutionary Youth). He was 
arrested several times in 1977 and 1979. Before the fascist coup of 12 Septem¬ 
ber, 1980, he was put into prison for 11 years. Despite all kind of torture, he did 
not betray his organization, comrades and thoughts. 

After his release in 1992, he took part in the rural guerilla struggle and 
joined the Rural Guerilla Units in Sivas region. On the same year, he was ap¬ 
pointed to the vice-commander of guerilla unit. Next year, he was the political 
authority of Kurdistan region. He joined the Party Founding Congress of Devrimci 
Halk Kurtulus Partisi (Revolutionary People’s Liberation Party) on March 30, 
1994. After congress he was on duty in Dersim region as a member of 
Commandership of Dersim Rural Propaganda Units. 

When he was ambushed in a village with his 9 comrades, he never hesitated 
and fell down fighting. He was the hope of our people for justice, freedom and 
liberation. He exemplarily continued his tasks since the founding of Devrimci 
Sol. He was martyred screaming our revolutionary watchword. He became the 
freedom fighter during his revolutionary life for 20 years. 

We will never forget him.

A NAMELESS SOLDIER OF REVOLUTION: 

IRFAN BARLIK 

He was bom in 1959 as a child of a poor 
Kurdish family in Bitlis. He attended the 
Middle East Technical Uni versity (ODTO) 
in 1979 and started the revolutionary strug¬ 
gle there. He was taken under detention sev¬ 
eral times. 

He worked without stop as a nameless 
soldier of revolutionary movement as a en¬ 
gineer, setting up militia bases. In 1991 he 
was on duty on the camp ofDevrimci Sol in 
Middle East. He was 
appointed in Europe 
organization tor a short 
period of time. He or¬ 
ganized the Kurdish 
Language Courses for 
his comrades. But he 
was arrested when ful¬ 
filling his revolutionary 
task. After release, he 
was appointed in Mid¬ 
dle East region. 

When he martyred on the night of Feb¬ 
ruary 14, 1995 in Gaziantep, he was the 
member of Committee of Middle East. His 
duty was to provide the needs of guerilla 
units in Turkey and Kurdistan. He was on 
forefront of the group carrying the ammuni¬ 
tion for guerilla units. He was ambushed, 
fought to his last bullet and fell fighting with 
3 of poor Kurdish villagers. 

He lost his short but honourable life 
during a revolutionary task. 

He will live forever. We salute his hon¬ 
ourable life. We will follow his life full of 
militancy, management and resistance in 
every condition.

azi rebellion had been taken 
shape as People's politic 
revolt against the state 
because of the political and 
practical leadership of 
DHKC (Revolutionary 
People's Liberation Front). 
Besides the great gains of 
people's rebellion, on the 
same time it was appeared 
that it includes serious 
insufficiencies. Most of 
these disabilities were run 
away by the people's 
creativity and courage. 
People gained the most 
important experiences for 
the next revolts. 

In following passage, we 
issue the interpretation of 
militias fighting in Gazi. 

T he events that oc¬ 
curred in Gazi taught 
us more than hun¬ 
dreds of paged 
books could do. The 
important thing is not to restrict 
ourselves to the narrow opinions 
but to draw conclusion from these 
experiences as a whole. 

The Gazi’s revolt proved that 
the working people are ready for 
mobilization since the social con¬ 
flicts were extremely deepened. 
They know who their enemy is. Al¬ 
though all the efforts of oligarchy 
to distort the directions of the 
population’s aim, the enemy is the 
state and its security forces in their 
eyes. But, besides the people are 
ready to mobilize, are we prepared 
to involve them in fighting? In 


other words, how much are we 
prepared for leading such a radi¬ 
cal mass actions by a correct com¬ 
mand? We proved once again our 
militant and warrior quality to our 
friends and enemies in the Gazi’s 
revolt. None can deny this. 

However fight¬ 
ing is not enough, we 
have to involve the 
population in fight¬ 
ing as well. We have 
to involve thousands 
of, tens of thou¬ 
sands of people in 
fighting under a certain discipline 
and command... So, this was one 
of our insufficiency in the Gazi’s 
revolt. We fought along with our 
people; teenagers and so years old 
mothers’ raged stones and 


molotov cocktails burst in the face 
of enemy. But, we had some prob¬ 
lems and deficiencies in organiz¬ 
ing and leading people behind the 
barricades. For instances, as the 
Devrimci Halk Gugleri (Revolution¬ 
ary People’s Forces) fighting at 
the barricades, some 
opportunist groups, 
& who just talk but do not 
work, put their banners 
in front of the Cemevi, 
propagandize and be¬ 
have very comfortably 
on this issue. We could 
not keep these opportunists from 
talking and bring them into the bar¬ 
ricades while some people were 
dying over there. By the way, we 
do not include the revolutionary 
organizations who fought along

A gain, we had some difficul¬ 
ties in carrying out the 
followings during the upris¬ 
ing: organizing the teams 
who were to get in touch 
with the residents; communicating with 
the media and the other neighbourhoods; 
falling the opportunists’ propaganda and 
mediator leaders of the associations in 
front of the Cemevi; amateurism in using 
the flags, banners, writings which motive 
the people; using the revolutionary will 
for more organized revolutionary songs 
and anthems. 

It is possible to extend this examples. 
We can summarize our inefficiencies on 
rising the public oppositions in the other 
neighbourhood upon the Gazi’s level. We 
had to be able to motive the existent po¬ 
tential oppositions into a radical line all 
over the country. 

Since it is not a prediction to expect 
the other rebellions in the future, the 
question is what we should do today. 

Our present task is to function and 
enlarge our sub-organizations among the 
population; that is, to bring the public 
committees into a more productive and 
working condition. 

The street fights under the leadership 
of such a committee will enable us to over¬ 
come a lot of difficulties just yet at the 




beginning. The groups and committees 
which will be formed by the public com¬ 
mittees in order to 
resolve all the prob- 
lems, will prevent 
confusion and dis¬ 
order behind the 
: barricades. Such an 
organization ena¬ 
bles us to perform 
our duties and charges people more pre¬ 
cisely like who would prepare the flags, 
banners and molotov cocktails and who 
would gather stones and sticks. Mothers 
can carry flags, banners and provide 
foods, children can gather stones at the 
barricades. The only thing, we must be 
able to charge and lead people. Conse¬ 
quently, the vast majority of people will 
take the side of this just war and grow it. 

A nother advantages of these 
committees are both the more 
people can contribute to the 
resistance and wounded peo¬ 
ple can be treated by these 
committees’ health care teams without 
going to hospitals that under the enemy’s 
control. If we consider that the wounded 
people were taken into custody by police 
from hospitals in Umraniye and Ankara, 
we would better understand how impor¬ 
tant these health care teams are. 

Very good examples to the public com¬ 
mittee organizations we created in the 


Palestinian uprising. The committees were 
formed and specialized on the various 
subjects such as patrol, women, informa¬ 
tion, trade or blacksmith, striking detach¬ 
ments. Of course these committees can 
not be created on the basis of a pattern; it 
must be formed according to the con¬ 
crete requirements of each area. For 
example, the mission of the blacksmith 
committees were to reappear and weld 
the shop shutters that were broken by 
the Israeli soldiers at the pull-down 
shutters campaign. 

We must trust in people’s experiences 
and foresights in creating the committees. 
As they get involved in fighting, they will 
get more experienced and give us very 
rich examples of creating of the collective 
life. The important thing is, we have to 
have this point of view. 

We try to emphasise this point when 
we say, «In order to succeed in the hun¬ 
dreds of future revolts like Gazi» we 
should organize the population in the 
committees that supply for their diverse 
needs and initiate the future combats by 
more willpower. 

Also the committees that take care of 
the people’s daily problems must be con¬ 
sidered as a preparation to the revolts simi¬ 
lar to the Gazi’s. When we realized all the 
above mentioned, that will be up to us to 
create the great victories from small com¬ 
bats.

TURKEY IS EXPECTING 
REVOLUTION 


T he uprising that took place 
on the 12-15th March in the 
Gazi Neighbourhood of Is¬ 
tanbul once again showed 
how unhappy the masses 
are and the anger within them 
which is about to explode. 
Whilst the people were being massacred, 
and bullets were being fired of them they 
resisted with stones and clubs. The upris¬ 
ing shook the whole the country. 

Until today many uprisings have 
taken place in Turkey. In some of these 
resistance’s tens of thousands of people 
participated. In 1970, on the 15-16 June 
nearly a hundred thousand people suc¬ 
cessfully organised a march, in 1975 the 
demonstrations that were held at 
Kocamustafapasa of Istanbul, on the 16th 
March 1978 the activities that took place 
in protest of the massacre of 7 university 
students by the fascist whilst they were 
in police custody and in 1980 the Izmir- 
Taris incidents, these are some of them. 
However, there is something particular 
about the Gazi uprising, which separates 
it from the others, that is the organised 
and revolutionary leadership that led the 
people. The main reason why the protest 
demonstration shook the country and 
turned it into an uprising was because of 
this leadership. 

Under revolutionary leadership the 
people created their own weapons. They 
resisted with stones and clubs against the 
police and military forces who attacked 
like a pack of wolves, with their trun¬ 
cheons, weapons and vehicles. They rap¬ 
idly learned how 7 to make and use the most 
basic defence weapons. The most critical 
problems of a war is the practical ones, 
with extraordinary creativeness they 


found solutions to these. 

Any kind of equipment that 
one can immediately think 
of was turned a solution to 
meet the needs of the up¬ 
rising. The people gave 
their children’s cradle, their 
fuel, the timber cutters give 
their timber, the petrol sta¬ 
tions gave their petrol, the 
builders gave their bags of 
cement, all for the resist¬ 
ance. How is a barricade 
built? How is a petrol bomb 
(Molotov Coctail) made? 

How does one obtain pet¬ 
rol? How does one write a 
banner. How does one go 
in and out of areas that have 
been surrounded? At the 
start there were no answers 
to these questions and to 
similar questions. However, 
the uprising which had de¬ 
veloped and become a con¬ 
crete factor rapidly taught the solutions 
to the almost totally inexperienced peo¬ 
ple. As for problems that could not be 
resolved in the head of the uprising were 
solved over the next few days and turned 
into experience for new clashes in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Most important of all, the masses re¬ 
alised that the most critical problem of a 
war was being armed and knowing how 
to use a gun. It is so critical that in the 
reports broadcast on the bourgeoisie TV. 
channels a reformist Alevite organisation 
which was trying to stop the resistance 
was saying, «The people are saying it is 
necessary to be armed and were looking 
for guns. Maybe they were not able to 



find guns that day, but what about to¬ 
morrow?...»

The People Were Not Fooled 

The Gazi uprising first began with an 
attempt by the state to silence and warn 
the people through psychological fear. 
The fact that Gazi Neighbourhood was 
the place chosen for the massacre was a 
product of a conscientious selection. Due 
to the fact that Gazi Neighbourhood is an 
area that clearly shows the contradictions 
between the system and the people, it is a 
place where the people are condemned to 
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live below the hunger and poverty line, 
but in response to this it is also a place 
where the revolutionary struggle has 
planted its deepest roots, the sons and 
daughters of many families living there 
have fought and died there as fighters of 
Devrimci Sol (Revolutionary Left) and 
Revolutionary People’s Liberation Party- 
Front. For this reason to pacify the Gazi 
people, meant the get¬ 
ting rid of a «bad exam- 
ple» for the whole coun¬ 
try. 

Therefore the level 
of the attack directed 
the state upon the Gazi 
people was far deeper 
that it looked and in re¬ 
ality it was directed at 
all of the people. 


However, the people of Gazi had un¬ 
breakable ties with the revolutionaries. 
Therefore the pacification plan backfired. 

Thus the artificial Alevi-Sunni clash 
that the General staff, Tansu Ciller gov¬ 
ernment showed great efforts to create 
concluded in this way. Alevi-Sunni, Turk- 
ish-Kurdish, every nationality and reli¬ 
gions sects, all of the people without 
showing any separatism struggled to¬ 
gether against their enemy. In a few hours, 
the people who became conscience of the 
terms friendship and enemy, turned di¬ 
rectly towards the enemy targets. The fact 
that throughout the uprising the main tar¬ 
get being the police station, which repre¬ 
sented the state system in Gazi bares im¬ 
portance to this point. Almost everything 
that belonged to the enemy, (workplaces 


belonging to the fascist, cars, buildings 
used by the police, the police station, 
police vehicles and equipment) were all 
destroyed in great anger. 

By observing the TV broadcasts of 
how the states and clubs were hurled at 
the police and military forces, like rain 
pouring down, one can comprehend the 
anger that was felt. 

During the days of the uprising Gazi 
became the pulse of foremost Istanbul and 
the whole of Turkey. In almost all the dis¬ 
tricts of Istanbul and in tens of provinces 
wide mass demonstrations were held. 

Resulting from this situation the gov¬ 
ernment started to take precautions. The 
council of minister who had not met for 4 
months held and extraordinary meeting 
to discuss the «Gazi Incidents)). In Istan¬ 
bul a crises desk was formed. From they 


one the resignation of numerous state 
authorities was demanded, foremost that 
of the Interior Ministry Nahit Mentese. 

At the end of the uprising days, a scar 
had been left upon the history of Turkey 
which would never be wiped out.

The Gazi uprising have proven the 
correctness of The Revolutionary Libera¬ 
tion Party-Front foresight, it has secured 
the practical test of the truth that has been 
spoken over the years. It has once more 
proven that no oppressive force can stand 
up against the organised strength and 
violence of the people. The longing for a 
just and free life, which roots lie beyond

Against the deep anger 
of the people, which has began where the 
patience, similar to that of a Dervis has 
ended, all of the state forces were ren¬ 
dered hopeless and their weakness was 
clearly disclosed.

Up to 1969,1970, the people were im¬ 
posed upon the most common bourgeois 
ideas in the name of revolution and lib¬ 
eration; this is the aim of distorting the 
revolutionary direction the population’s 
rebellious potential which had gradually 
grown against persecution and exploita¬ 
tion into the bourgeois parties. The cou¬ 
rageous youth of the Anatolian people - 
who suffered all kinds of persecution for 
the centuries, who resisted and revolted 
tens of times and who were defeated but 
never gave up their honours and dignities 
- could not stay silent towards so-called 
left that support the system as the revolu¬ 
tionary wave spread all over the world. 

The Anatolian people deserved a life 
free and without exploitation just like the 
others peoples of the world. 

The People’s Liberation Party-Front 
of Turkey (THKP-C) and the People’s Lib¬ 
eration Army of Turkey (THKO) took a 
decision on the armed struggle to revolu¬ 
tionize the Anatolian people’s revolts 
which were suppressed by the authori¬ 
ties. In the circumstances that reformist 
theories which had no confidence the 
people’s power, covered everything as

ecently a solidarity outing entitled 
ship of solidarity with the people 
of Libya was organised by Inter¬ 
national Nino Past, Foundation of 
Peace and Among the Solidarity 
with the aim of protesting the em¬ 
bargo placed by the United Na¬ 
tions upon Libya, which is still 
continuing. 

On the 9th anniversary of the 
USA using the Lockerbie incident 
as an excuse to bomb Tripoli and 
Bingazi nearly 250 delegates of dif¬ 
ferent national and international 
organisations participated in the 
protest organised to protest the 
UN embargo. 

The delegation, which the 
Revolutionary Peoples Liberation 
Fronts representative was a part 
of, symbolically broke the em¬ 
bargo by setting sail to Tropoli on 
board a ship from Malta on the 12th 
April. 

The starting date of the em¬ 
bargo goes as for back the year 
1992. The UN, which is the puppet 
of the USA, took a decision to 
place an embargo upon Libya, be¬ 
cause accusations had been made 
that two Libyan citizens had put a 
bomb on the Pan Am Flight which 
fell on Lockerbie, Scotland in 1988. 
The USA, France, United King¬ 
dom and the United Nations, 
which is the puppet of the coun¬ 
tries have treated Libya as a ter¬ 
rorist sate», they have called upon 
other countries to act in a similar 
way. When in actually fact on the 
14th April 1986 Sails the 6th had 
carried out piracy acts in the Medi¬ 
terranean, and the planes of the 
USA, the real terrorist of the world 
bombed the cities of Tripoli and 
Benghazi targeting Gadhafi’s 
house, hundreds women, men and 


children were massacred. 

During their stay in Libya the 
delegation participated activities 
and meetings protesting the 14th 
April massacre, and the embargo. 
Hundreds of people from all over 
the world, particularly Africa, car¬ 
rying their own country’s flag par¬ 
ticipated in these activities in 
Tripoli, in front of the United Na¬ 
tions offices slogans of protest 
was shouted condemning the 
American government, impe¬ 
rialism and the embargo in the 
demonstration that was held 
there for 3 days running. The 
Libyan television net work in- 
terviewed the representa¬ 
tives of the delegation, which 
was later broadcast on the 
state television.

was to enslave the people, that imperialism 
was in a dilemma and that there was no 
chance of their wining the dirty war that 
had been started against the people. 

The delegation had various meetings 
with the Revolutionary Peoples Commit¬ 
tees. The Committees showed the delega¬ 
tion members, the largest tunnel in Af¬ 
rica, which is still at project stage, the 
Agricultural Centre, and the state mu¬ 
seum, where there is a display of histori¬ 
cal remains. Meanwhile Muammer El 
Gadhafi’s house in Tripoli which was 
bombed and is now being used as a mu¬ 
seum was also visited. On the evening of 
the 14th April 1995 at 24 hrs., which coin¬ 
cided with the 9th anniversary of the im¬ 
perialist attack directed at Libya, Gadhafi 
spoke to a wide group of people in front 
of the delegation.

Those who murder our 
children, those who being our houses 
down upon us, let them first of all answer 
for Lockerbie following that if they bring 
evidence to the UN I am prepared to an¬ 
swer in front of the UN.)) 

Gadhafi conceded his speech by say¬ 
ing, «God is greater than one America, 
and is more powerful than a thousand 
Americans.)) During the last days of the 
delegations visit at a dinner organised by 
the Revolutionary Peoples Committees, 
the Revolutionary Peoples Liberation 
Front’s representative read a written mes¬ 
sage and as a symbol of solidarity pre¬ 
sented the chair of the Revolutionary Peo¬ 
ples Committees with the flag of the Revo¬ 
lutionary Peoples Liberation Party.

Oligarchy at doorsteps of 
arms monopolists 


n the year 1994 alone, the 
• ■ cost of the unjust war waged 

■ against the Kurdish people 

I by the oligarchy, has cost 

| the Country more than half 
r ;BSS-\v/ : SS : -^:- its budget for that year. This 
money, which had come out of the pock¬ 
ets of the poor, went as profit into the 
accounts of the American arms 
monopolists. 

Cluster bombs dropped from bomber 
aircraft explode when 15 to 20 metres from 
the ground into smaller bombs. These in¬ 
tern explode into thousands of fragments, 
killing all people in their wake. Recently 
there has been a great deal of talk about 
these bombs. It is said that one such 
would be sufficient to wipe out the entire 
population of a village. 

Those responsible for the fighting in 
Turkey are intent on exterminating the 
entire Kurdish population in the country. 
Recently, they managed to sign an agree¬ 
ment with an American arms manufacturer, 
viz. Day and Zimmerman, for a consign¬ 
ment of3000 such bombs. This in spite of 
the existence of a United States’ arms 
embargo. The firm in question had even 
undertaken to «by -pass» the embargo! 
However, a huge campaign against the 
American Foreign Affairs Department 
started by Human Rights Organisations 
were successful in preventing this arms deal 
from going ahead. Thus, American involve¬ 
ment in the blood-bath trade, which would 
have followed the sale of the cluster bombs, 
was prevented for the time being. 

This incident is interesting in that it 
shows how with the imperialist countries 
heading the list all capitalist countries are 


prepared to cooperage 
with one another. This in¬ 
cident also demonstrates 
clearly the extend of the 
greed of the arms 
monopolists who, when 
they want to, will «by- 
pass» an arms embargo 
placed by the United 
States administration. 

During the ordering proc¬ 
ess, day and Zimmerman 
marked up the price of its 
bombs from 2700 to 6000 
dollars each. With this 
new pricing 3000 bombs 
would now cost 18 million dollars. Tur¬ 
key was an eager customer, and this gave 
the opportunity to Zimmerman to exploit 
the situation and extract as much money 
as possible from the buyer. 

As a matter of fact this was not the 
first attempt by the government to by 
arms. Infect another such recent attempt 
to buy the CBU-87 bombs of high destruc¬ 
tive power was made. This deal was dis¬ 
covered and made public at a press con¬ 
ference on 28.12.1994 by the American 
Human Rights Watch- Arms Project; 
thereby officially confirming the existence 
of an agreement dated 21.6.1994 to buy 
the CBU-87 bombs. The parties to this 
agreement were an American arms mo¬ 
nopoly viz. Allient Techsystems and the 
Turkish Ministry of Defence. It is not 
known with certainty whether this order 
for 493 CBU - 87 bombs was fulfilled, but 
the fact that the geography of Kurdistan 
is being changed by indiscriminate bomb¬ 
ing of property and civilians, one is left in

no doubt regarding the outcome of the 
CBU - 87 deal. The exposure of these arms 
deals also substantiates Turkey’s need 
to buy more and more destructive and 
sophisticated weapons. 

The increase in the pressure put on 
the Kurdish people as time goes by is due 
to the inability of the government to 
hinder the struggle of the Kurdish peo¬ 
ple. Government forces are attacking the 
civilians, and hence their need for more 
weapons. The demand for arms creates a 
market which benefits the arms 
monopolists. 

INTERNA TIONAL AMERICAN 
ARMS MONOPOLISTS'SALES 
ARE INCREASING 
TO OVERSEAS MARKETS 

It will be remembered that the USA, in 
order to reduce its budget deficit was 
forced to make cuts in its defence expendi¬ 
ture. Thus the 375 billion defence budget 
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of 1985 was reduced to 267.6 billion in 
1993. As a consequence of this policy, 
America began to press for an increase in 
its overseas arms sales. CIA agents were 
organised and sent out to find new mar¬ 
kets. Fighting had broken out once again 
in Iraq between the supporters of the 
Democratic Party of Kurdistan and Patri¬ 
otic Union of Kurdistan. There is no doubt 
about the part played by the parties. 

Billions of dollars worth of arms are 
bought from these monopolists by col¬ 
laborating governments, whereby the 
coffers of imperialism are filled with large 
sums of money, and intern these govern¬ 
ments are able to terrorize of the world. 

Turkey is the fourth largesse arms 
buyer in the world. Efforts made by the 
government to buy cluster bombs as well 
as bombs of high destructive power like 
the CBU-87 demonstrates its dependence 
on the arms monopolists. These 
monopolists exploit the situation and 


make huge profits from the sale of arms. 

Above all, arms trading reveals the 
unacceptable face of imperialism. On the 
one hand the USA tries to pretend it is 
playing the part of a mediator, and in pur¬ 
suance of this uses terms like «civilian 
political solution)) and other such dema¬ 
gogues in its efforts to establish a sub¬ 
servient Middle East to itself. Yet on the 
other hand, not only will it not refrain from 
showering the peoples of the world with 
cluster bombs, but is also prepared to sell 
these to others. 

As the volume of arms bought the 
Turkish grows, its foreign debts grow with 
it, strengthening the countiy’s allegiance 
to imperialism. 

Other than the arms deals exposed, 
there must be many other well guarded 
secret deals that have gone undetected. 
Its bombs from these deals that are being 
used at present. All arms procured are 
being used for the same purpose every 


time against the very people struggling 
for their independence. 

THE POLITICALLY BANKRUPT 

GOVERNMENT ALSO LOSES 
II IN KURDISTAN 

The government forces are bombing 
the Kurdistan mountains, burning their 
villages and razing everything to the 
ground. This state of affairs is proof that 
the government has lost the support of 
the Kurdish people. In Kurdistan, where 
oppression has reached its limits, there is 
nothing the state can do to make mends. 

The mere fact that more arms and more 
sophisticated ones need to be used each 
time is evidence of the increase in the oli¬ 
garchy’s fear that its authority is crum¬ 
bling. No tyrannical plan which involves 
the bombing of ones own people and 
mountains can last, nor the government 
that has initiated it. 


ANGOLA: 

THE GAINS OF THE REVOLUTION 
ON THE AGREEMENT TABLE 


The war that has been going on for 
20 years in Angola is expected to come 
to end with the «peace agreement)) 
signed in Zambia on the 20th Novem¬ 
ber 1994. The agreement was signed 
between the representatives of MPLA 
and the National Unity for Full Inde¬ 
pendence for Angola (UNITA). 

Today Angola has a population of 
1,247,000 km area, mineral wealth and 
oil and despite the war is one of the 
richest countries in Africa. Because of 
that the imperialists desire for Angola. 
In 1987 S. Africa started a new attack 
on Angola but it was to no avail. 

Because of Cuba withdrawing it’s 
forces, Angola lost its strength and had 
to sit at the table with UNITA. It is 
mother case of a revolution which was 
established by blood and lives surren¬ 
dering itself to the imperialists (solu¬ 
tion)). 

Under the direction of imperialism 
(World Bank and IMF’s suggestion 
were to taken into consideration) a eco¬ 
nomic program was to be prepared and 
in the political arena they were sup¬ 


posed sit at the negotiating table. 

A cease-fire agreement was signed 
between the MPLA and UNITA in 1991. 
The USA, USSR and Portugal became 
the guarantor countries and a «tempo- 
rary process)) was suggested under the 
observation of the UN. 

According to the agreement UNITA 
recognised the MPLA government, 
agreed to hand over their arms and dis¬ 
charge its soldiers and join in the na¬ 
tional army. UNITA was going to take 
part in the election under UN observa¬ 
tion. 

The election took place in Septem¬ 
ber 1992. Despite the support from im¬ 
perialism the Angolan people choose 
MPLA not UNITA. In the election 
MPLA got per cent 53.74 of the votes 
and UNITA per cent 34.01 and UN ob¬ 
servers announced that the election was 
legal. 

Despite that, UNITA refused to ac¬ 
cept the election results. In comparison 
to the past a more violent war began. 
The number of dead exceeded 10 thou¬ 
sands. 


Imperialists and UN took up their 
roles again. This time the US representa¬ 
tives personally attended talks and 
called the sides back to the negotiating 
table. 

UNITA was promised a share of the 
government at every level, the leader of 
UNITA Savimbi was to be deputy leader 
and 5000 area units from UNITA would 
join the police force. 

At the same time 4 Ministers and 
deputy ministers and also it was sug¬ 
gested to repeat the second stage of 
the 1992 election. 

Despite that the leader of UNITA 
Savimbi claimed that his life was in dan¬ 
ger and did not go to Zambia to sign 
the agreement. 

But the imperialists didn’t have any 
patience to wait. They wanted to share 
the government at once. «UN repre¬ 
sentatives)) and ((collaborators)) (S. 
Africa and Zambia) announced that they 
could represent. UNITA they signed 
the agreement. 

As a result of this agreement the im¬ 
perialists achieved what they wanted 
not the Angolan and African people. 
Because people who are exploited and 
oppressed wish that all people in the 
world gain their freedom and break the 
chains of colonialism. Only then will 
people achieve real freedom and peace. 
In the real meaning of the world will be 
established. 
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Dursun Karata§, child of a poor Kurdish 
family from Elazig, came to Istanbul and 
attended Istanbul University in 1970. He 
took part in all tasks as a militant member 
of DEV-GENQ (Revolutionary Youth). 

During the struggle againstthe fascism, 
got arrested in 1974. By his qualities of 
leadership he led in the front among the 
Revolutionary Youth and mastered all 
tasks as an activist and functionary. He 
became one of the founder of iYOD 
(Istanbul High Educational Association). 
He played an important and leadingrole in 
anti-fascist struggle as an organiser and 
militant. Dursun Karata; founded 
Devrimci Sol with militant cadres and 
masses in 1978 despite the liquidation and 
factionalism of Devrimci Yol (Revolution¬ 
ary Path).

capitalism is socialism. The imperialists 
since the capitalist system has been in 
existence has shown that there is no al¬ 
ternative. Today, without doubt they have 
not been able to define this. Those who 
believe in Marxism-Leninism have not 
abandoned their ideas despite all the 
negativeness and the collapse of the so 
called socialist system, which was actu¬ 
ally the collapse of the revisionism. It was 
fore most the revisionist system and not 
the socialist system which collapsed. 
Marxist-Leninist knowing that socialism 
will be bom within capitalism and that it 
will rise from its dust entered into this 
fight. With this understanding it is not 
possible for socialism to be formed and 
go on to communism from today to to¬ 


morrow without problems pains and ups 
and downs. Those who cannot see the 
ideological consolidation of hundreds of 
years the strength of the selfish culture 
cannot develop a country and a general 
world revolutionary politics against this 
selfish bourgeoisie culture which stands 
united with the imperialist strength even

was an advantage. Today, national, so¬ 
cial liberation movements and those still 
resisting against imperialism, and various 
rulers that refuse to surrender are left in 
the open since they lost the revisionist 
system, which was a force that they were 
dependent upon for a short term, against 
imperialism. At the start this support 
which was a big advantage turned into a 
big disadvantage when that force was 
wiped out, it opened the path of surren¬ 
dering to the imperialists. Revisionism 
were not able to, in its true meaning, de¬ 
velop revolutions or to form a lower and 
an upper base which would secure this 
based on an Marxism-Leninism and in ac¬ 
cordance with the courses secures and 


dynamics which develop different de¬ 
pending on the conditions of each coun¬ 
try. Particularly the Soviet as they thought 
of everything only in relation to their own 
center, thus when the Soviets collapsed 
it was not difficult for the other country 
systems connected to it to collapse also. 

The Soviet revisionist and imperial¬ 
ists after having brought the down fall of 
the Soviets they pushed upon all Marx- 
ist-Leninist dishonour, self deniance and 
treachery. Those who did not except dis¬ 
honour and treachery were going to be 
suppressed as part of the necessity of 
the big complore. The rule of Romania, as 
Cavucesku refused betrayal and defended 
his honour they murdered him and 
brought down the power. As for Cuba, 
Chine. Vietnam and North Korea the big 
complores that were organised were not 
successful, now these countries are un¬ 
der pressure. They are waiting for them 
to surrender or failing that new complores 
will be attempted. 

Many countries who are not under the 
control of imperialism and do not want to 
be are on the one hand continuing to re¬ 
sist against surrender and on the other 
hand have applied surrender politics to 
continue on their feet so as at least the 
ropes will not be taken from their hands. 
When Saddam saw that the New World 
Order was a system which would wipe 
out their own rule he stood up against it 
under the name of the Arab peoples in¬ 
terest and using the national dynamics 
and depending upon the strength of the 


people to be able to organise a 
force against imperialism and 
thus hoping to be able to es¬ 
tablish a force against imperi¬ 
alism politics of wiping them 
out. However, as a result of the 
divide, split and rule policy it 
has always applied imperialism 
squashed this uprising and to 
a great extent most of the rul¬ 
ers resistance force was wiped 
out.

great enthusiasm, they had gained hope. 

With the squashing of the uprising the 
petit-bourgeoisie understanding, which 
relied upon external forces, thinking of lib¬ 
eration became tied up within the «New 
World Order», they did not waste time in 
strengthing the Palestinian Peoples Free¬ 
dom Struggle.

All over 
the world we have entered a pe¬ 
riod of not accepting imperialist 
surrender. There is belief in the 
power of the people, and the strug¬ 
gles of the organisations are in¬ 
creasing. In the Middle East the 
Palestinian Peoples Struggle, de¬ 
spite within it being many different 
ideologies the fact that they have 
united against imperialism and sur¬ 
render and their continuing of the 
freedom fight is an important step 
in the rise of revolution. 

In the Middle East some 
Kurdish National Movements, 
their seeing the Kurdish Peoples 
Liberation within the context of 
the «New World Order» and mak¬ 
ing agreements with imperialism, 
and despite the fact that some 
section have not yet collaborated 
with imperialism at this level but 
their effort to the maneuver without harm¬ 
ing imperialism, without being anti-impe¬ 
rialist and not going outside of the 
boundaries drawn up by imperialism, has 
resulted in strategically the stagnation of 
the Kurdish National Movements. 

The masses will see through the pain- 
fill experience that these nationalist or¬ 
ganisations have made them live through 
that liberation in not possible. With such 
an understanding nationalism grew with 
the green light that imperialism lit. When 
the true face of nationalism is disclosed 
it’s downfall will be just as quick.

There has been no objective change 
in the imperialist-capitalist productivity 
relation or amongst the relationship of im¬ 
perialism and in the new exploitation rela¬ 
tions of imperialism. Only, new exploita¬ 
tion relations have became more system- 
ised. The relations and conflicts amongst 
the imperialists are continuing to develop 
at an increasing level through interna¬ 
tional monopoly. Along with the collapse 
of the socialist system an incredible com¬ 
petition has started amongst the imperi¬ 
alists for the monopolies to gain control 
of the remarkable markets that have come 
up. German imperialism after developing 
superiority in Europe and rapidly devel¬ 
oping, having became free from many 2nd 
World War investments has started to 
build its own attacking force it has come 
to a stage of being able to compete with 
the USA and Japan, economically, tech¬ 
nically and in all levels. It has in particular 
increased its entry into the Middle-East, 
the Balkans and United States Commu¬ 
nity countries. Taking to its side other 
European Countries which stand weak 
against the USA it is attempting to com¬ 
pete against the USA. Whilst German and 
Japan imperialism is mainly secure devel¬ 
opments in the world on a economic and 
technical basis, the USA is not able to com¬ 
pete at the same pace. However, with its 
military existence and their continuation to 
act as a gendarme to the world. It is able to 
make up for that situation and is continu¬ 
ing to play the lead for imperialism. 

Since the 1970’s the revisionist sys¬ 
tem has taken the attitude of entering into 
collaboration with imperialism it mainly 
looked upon not rocking the balance be¬ 
tween itself and imperialism and took joint 
action against conflict issues and libera¬ 
tion movements which have tried to rock 
its balance, they had given up on world 
revolution. It is for this reason that they 
showed no danger to imperialism but were 
only countries whose markets needed to 
be taken over and had to collapse so that 
they could secure the superior bourgeoi¬ 
sie ideology. Within this understanding 
for the imperialists it was not these coun¬ 
tries that were a danger and it was not 
their developments that it was necessary 
to obstruct, it was the liberation move¬ 
ments and the socialist movements that 
had surrounded all comers of the world 
that were. As for the relations amongst 
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the imperialists, despite dense competi¬ 
tion, as a result of becoming monopolies, 
numerous imperialists unities associa¬ 
tions had been established, and they had 
been reshaped in accordance to the power 
they developed a new from of exploita¬ 
tion similar to the new exploitation format 
and continued without resorting to mili¬ 
tary action and are continuing in this way. 

The imperialists, despite having inter¬ 
nal conflict that they face in the new ex¬ 
ploitation countries from the decision that 
they are taking through their own particu¬ 
lar establishments and monopolies, they 
are applying them without resorting to 
military intervention. It is necessary to 
include the United Nations amongst the 
international establishments of the impe¬ 
rialists. Within the UN permission is al¬ 
most never given for a decision to be taken 
in favour of the people.

In a situation where it 
cannot do this or it is necessary not to 
do, it condemns the people to hunger and 
poverty through economic, technical and 
military embargoes thus its security sys¬ 
tem and getting to surrender. 

Recently, the Israel and Lebanon oc¬ 
cupation, the bombing of Libya and the 
placement of an embargo, the occupation 
of Panama, the arrest of the prime minis¬ 
ter and his being taken to the USA, the 
attack on Iraq and the massacre of its peo¬ 
ple in order to give a warning to the Arab 
and to the rest of the world, the occupa¬ 
tion of Somalia etc., almost all of these 
passed through the control and review¬ 
ing of the UN they were operation accom¬ 



run with its economic and political devel¬ 
opment the international monopolies, the 
establishments and the UN will take sides 
with imperialism as they do today against 
the people. The conditions to apply a mili¬ 
tary fight in order to take over the imperi¬ 
alist markets does not exist. 

The fact that nuclear weapons are in 
the hands of this country or that country 
cannot be looked upon on the basis of 
the point of whether this would prevent 
or not prevent war. In the past in the event 
of a war between the socialist system and 
the imperialist system, the fact that there 
were nuclear weapons in the hands of the 
socialist system was a preventative force, 
today the fact that many imperialist coun¬ 
tries have nuclear weapons does not make 
it the decisive factor although it maybe 
assisting factor. 


Today the imperialists are showing the 
ability of suppressing in great unity any 
from of initiative that is going to damage 
the imperialist hegomonia. This situation 
does not mean that there is no conflict 
amongst themselves. On the contrary in 
order to make bigger exploitations they 
are in violent competition with economic 
and political plans, they are fighting each 
other. 

However, when they turn this fight 
into military plans knowing that this car¬ 
ries the danger of loosing existing mar¬ 
kets giving birth to new revolutions, and 
infact giving way to results of self 
destructions instead of military war they 
have turned to economic and political 
wars. At foremost they are encouraging 
regional war, on the basis of getting the 
people to kill each other. They are con¬ 
tinuing wars on a regional level. 

In today’s world revolu¬ 
tionary strategy cannot be 
made upon evaluation of 
whether war will break out 
amongst the imperialists.

It is for this reason that Russia 
from the very start wanted to control the 
petrol pipe lines sea and railways leading 
to Azerbaijan and south Caucasus and 
therefore took upon the invasion of 



Chechnya with it’s hundreds of tanks, mili¬ 
tary vehicles and thousands of soldiers. 

However, Russia met with an unex¬ 
pected resistance upon entering Chechnya. 
From the start before even entering 
Chechnya the Russian forces met with re- 
sistance from the Ingush people in 
Dagistan. The neighbours of Chechnya 
and other Curcissian people in Caucasus 
also declared that they were going to sup¬ 
port the Chechen’s against Russia. One of 
the local leaders who formed an army in the 
Kosova district of Dagistan with the aim of 
supporting the Chechen’s and who said 
that they were going to declare war against 
the Russians, stated that «If Russia takes 
Chechnya they will loose the whole of the 
Caucasus». 

However, the Chechen’s own resist¬ 
ance against the Russian invasion is not 
itself on a consistent point. Despite the 
fact that the vice President of the Chechen 
Republic stated at the start when the Rus¬ 
sian brought the invasion of Chechnya 
an the agenda, «Even one soldier pass¬ 
ing the border will mean that Russia has 
began a new exploitation war». Whilst 
Russian tanks and army entered the Capi¬ 
tal Grozny. However in the days that 
planned he started to say, «There is 
strengthening at the border. Thank god 
there is nobody coming here». As for the 
Chechen state president Char Dugayev 
whilst saying, «Russia is completely re¬ 


sponsible for the results of the attack. We 
are determine to protect ourselves. He on 
the other hand was making a peace call to 
Russia and saying the solution is simple 
both sides sit at the table and agree». 

Despite these words, the Chechens, 
who put up a total resistance to the Rus¬ 
sian troops entering Grozny, inflicted 
heavy losses on Russia.

2. The fact that amongst those organizations whose 
assets had been frozen were Zionist organizations with 
Arab mixture is very attention drawing. What do you 
think the USA government is aiming to do? 

3. fc is well known that USA Imperialism, who are the 
real terrorist have always seen the Palestine organiza¬ 
tions as terrorist. This latest decision was shown to be an 
action against those organization for achieving armed 
activities against the Israel occupation and terror. Will the 
USA be able to stop the activities by freezing assets? 


4. The fact that the organizations whose assets Georges Habash 

have been frozen are 10 of the organizations who PFLP 

were amongst the organizations which took action 
against the 13P 1 September treachery is very attention 
drawing. How doyou explain the reason for this? 

5. Another reason that is shown for this decision is 
the financial support given by the Palestine and Arab 
community in the USA to the Liberation Struggle.

1. This is a political rather than 
a financial act. To our knowledge, 
most of the organizations whose 
supposed assets in the USA are 
frozen have no assets at all in the 
USA. This is the case with us, 
anyway. 

The main objective of Mr. 
Clinton’s «decree» is to give a 
hand to the tottering American 
«peace process» in the Middle 


East, and especially to those 
Arab parties that have signed limp 
agreements with Israel and are fac¬ 
ing now a great popular opposi¬ 
tion. This is mainly the case of 
Mr. Arafat’s faction of the PLO 
and the Jordanian party. 

Both feel that their agreements 
with Israel are more and more un¬ 
popular among Palestinians and 
Jordanians. And since things are 
not progressing seriously on the 
Syrian and Lebanese tracks of the 
talks with Israel, and the Palestin¬ 
ian - Israeli track is in a deep cri¬ 
sis, a political gesture like the one 
Clinton made might be of some 
profit for the weakest partners in 
this «peace process», who are 
feeling weaker and weaker with 
time passing and the Israeli side 
reaping, alone, the benefits of the 
so-called peace. 

2. Of course putting Zionist, 


Palestinian, Arab and Islamic or¬ 
ganizations and personalities in 
the same bag might appear to ig¬ 
norant people, or those with the 
background concerning the issues 
in the Middle East as an even - 
handed measure. In fact, it is a very 
despicable and racist attitude to 
put together movements acting 
against occupation and for the free¬ 
dom of their peoples, with racist, 
fascist and bloodthirsty Zionist or¬ 
ganizations. It gives us an idea 
about the way in which the Ameri¬ 
can Administration looks to the 
peoples and political movements 
in the Third World countries: ei¬ 
ther these movements (and re¬ 
gimes) are US puppets and 
stooges that obey to any order 
coming from Washington, or they 
are to be crushed, oppressed and 
suppressed. It is the old «Far West» ™ a " Hawatmefi 
spirit of disdain for those who are DFLP 
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considered as inferior species: either they 
become slaves of the big white cowboys 
or they have to die (remember the famous 
«A good Indian is a dead Indian»). 

3. Of course, no. The USA cannot stop 
the Palestinian people’s struggle for free¬ 
dom and independence. It can render 
things more difficult, but peoples succeed 
always in surmounting these difficulties. 
Besides, look at the mess in the Palestin¬ 
ian pro-Oslo camp and the mounting op¬ 
position to the Oslo agreements even in 
the Fatah organization. Such US meas¬ 
ures might backfire and reader the Pales¬ 
tinian organizations opposed to the Oslo 
Accord more popular among Palestin¬ 
ians. Peace cannot be built on servitude, 
and all shots of morphine will not keep it 
alive. 

4.1 have to underline here that the ten 
Palestinians organizations which consti¬ 
tuted the «Alliance of Palestinian Forces» 
are organizations with different ideologi¬ 
cal, political and organizational schools. 
Some are Marxist, others are nationalist 
or Islamic «fundamentalist». The fact of 
taking measures against all these currents 
among the Palestinian people means that 
the Palestinians have no rights to have 
different opinions, they have no right for 
a really democratic expression. They must 
accept what Washington decides for them. 
Here we see the champions of democracy 
in the open light! Democracy is not fit for 
the Third World, especially when it goes 
against the US interests. A very beautiful 
lesson of universal moral values! 

5. It might create some problems, but 
really they are limited. The main support 
that comes from the Palestinian and Arab 
communities in the USA goes to humani¬ 
tarian, social, and civil establishments in 
the occupied territories and the Palestin¬ 
ian refugee camps. We still hope that the 
American Administration’s wrath will not 
fall so deep and so down. 

6. We do not expect other Western 
countries to follow the US step in fighting 
the right of the Palestinian people to have 
different views and a multiparty, democratic 
life. But US pressure might make some of 
them less inclined to meet or even discuss 
issues with the Palestinian organizations 
opposed to the Oslo Accords. 

We think this will be short-sighted. 


And, in the and, it is not possible to 
change the options of the Palestinian peo¬ 
ple by neglecting them or by passing over 
them. In the near future, everybody will 
discover again that the Palestinian peo¬ 
ple are a mature, strong-willed people; and 
the Bantustans allotted to them in the 
Gaza strip and Jericho (and maybe, some 
other cities in the West Bank) will not sur¬ 
vive, long after the fall of the south Afri¬ 
can Bantustans.

1. Everybody, especially Mr. Clinton 
knows that Islamic Cihad Movement 
hasn’t got a dollar in banks in the USA or 
elsewhere.

If America or others 
think they can stop our struggle -cihad- 
through these decisions, they deceive 
themselves. As with all people whose 
country is invaded, Palestinian people’s 
their country is liberated. America should 
stop it’s aid to the Zionist state and ac¬ 
cept that only solution to Palestinian is¬ 
sue is to recognise it’s right to self-deter¬ 
mination and liberated country.

What was the real foundation of the 
show which made up the «New World 
Order»? In order to be free of the deep 
general crisis which stemmed from, the 
oil crisis of the 1970’s, followed by the 
loss in markets due to the National Lib¬ 
eration Struggles etc. Solutions were 
sought and even though temporary, the 
Friedmanite economic politics were these 
solutions. That is, all social expenditures 
were diverted to industry. This was done 
by not confining exploitation only to the 
Third World countries, and by the reduc¬ 
ing of the share of cake given to the work¬ 
ing class in the capitalist countries. In 
order for these policies to be realised the 
Right, (under the name of Conservatives 
or Liberals - it makes no difference), were 
brought into power one by one. In the 
capitalist countries right wing forces were 
able to find partial solutions to the crisis. 
They tried to show capitalism, the actual 
source of exploitation as a kind of hope. 

Within the socialist front there were 


no general resistance to capitalism being 
shown as hope. This was because the 
socialist countries which should have 
stood up against the imperialists were 
struggling against Gorbacov’s treachery 
and the defeats that this gave birth to. 
These countries also caught the disease 
of seeing capitalism as a saviour. 

It is in such a scene that the «New World 
Order» of American imperialism arose. Thus

Whilst in the world generally the re¬ 
actionary wind gained strength, particu¬ 
larly with the disintegration of the social¬ 
ist countries, it was not as effective in our 
country as it was in the rest of the world.

The revo¬ 
lutionary movement of Turkey honour¬ 
ably carried out this duty. Turkey and 
Kurdistan was not effected as much by 
this wind as other areas of the world. 

During the years that US imperialism 
was putting on a show against the Iraq 
people the revolutionary movement was 
continuing to be a nightmare for imperial¬ 
ist forces and collaborators. These were 
the same years that socialism was being 
crushed and cries of «Communism is 
dead» was being yelled from the hilltops. 
Through imperialist illusions, attempts 
were being made continuously with bour¬ 
geois lies to blacken socialism which is 
the peoples only path to liberation. 

Whilst socialism was being blackened 
capitalism was almost shown to be a god¬ 
send and they hounded the peoples of 
the world to accept this. Our revolution¬ 



ary movement, which 
during the years that the 
reactionary wind had 
surrounded the world, 
had spoken out from 
the court docks, had 
carried out numerous 
activities and had 
raised the struggle 
against imperialism 
through mass move¬ 
ments were longer 
alone when we arrived 
to 1995. Due to the fact 
that the working peo¬ 
ple in most areas of 
world who had seen 
the true face of the 
«New World Order» had started to show 
their anger. 

The anger that was felt 

for imperialism and the results it had 

created obstructed 
; • the reactionary wind 

Imperialism, unable to free itself from 
depression has nothing else to offer the 
peoples apart from more oppression and 
poverty. 

For example, in the former socialist 
countries the spell has been broken. 
Those people who saw capitalism as hope 
learnt in a short time that capitalism was 
not only blue jeans, and hamburgers but 
in fact a system of savage exploitation 
here there was no social security where 
human life and honour mean nothing and 
everything is determined in relation to the 
monopolies and in making more profit. 
Because having to work for a months in 
order to obtain such basic foods as meat, 
milk etc. but who before had not seen a 
price increase for 40 years, allowed them 
to rapidly meet with the realities of capi¬ 
talism. 

Similar situations are also being seen 
in the imperialist countries. In the USA 
the castle of the ‘New World Order’ the 
numbers of homeless are being spoken 
of in figures of 10 millions. 

While unemployment is rapidly in¬ 
creasing the proportion of guilt is also 
increasing day by day. An important sec¬ 
tion of the population is only able to con¬ 
tinue to exist with the income support that 
they were receiving. Also in Europe the 
people were being made to pay the price 
of the economic crisis as usual. The peo¬ 


ples of the world who are able to see even 
more clearly today that at the root of all 
the problems and poverty lies in capital¬ 
ism, the collaborating system. Therefore 
they have realised in practice that capi¬ 
talism which was shown during the re-

actionary wind as being the ultimate and 
best system was not true. They now want 
to destroy it. In one respect the demon¬ 
strations and mass actions shows the long¬ 
ing for socialism and at the same time the 
anger against capitalism and imperialism. 

Today anti-sovietism the most used 
form of capitalist propaganda can no 
longer be utilised Imperialism. In Red 
Square there are people who are shout¬ 
ing slogans of ‘Down With Imperialism’ 
and ‘Down With the New Tsars’ there are 
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people who are going on demonstrations 
with posters of Lenin and Stalin and thou¬ 
sands of people are participating in the 
old socialist countries in parties which are 
saying that they are socialist. Hungary 
and Bulgaria are two examples that imme¬ 
diately spring to mind where there have 
recently been such elections. Doubtlessly 
it would not be correct to say that these 
acts were done very consciously as a dis¬ 
play of the desire to restore socialism. 
However it is also a fact that the thou¬ 
sands who fill the streets in those coun¬ 
tries, the masses who are bringing into 
power those who use the name of social¬ 
ism are masses who are longing for the 
past, that is for the gains of socialism and 
in this respect are standing against impe¬ 
rialist hegemony. 

The movements in the metropolitan 
countries portray the anger of the toilers 
against Capitalism and the system of ex¬ 
ploitation. In some places this is a reac¬ 
tion against the unemployment created 
by the system and in other places it due 
to the taking away of social rights so that 
the monopolies can make more profit. Or 
it is the reaction of the farmers who have 


been brought to the edge of poverty as a 
result of the GATT and NAFTA agree¬ 
ments. 

In conclusion whether it is con¬ 
sciously or unconsciously all the reac¬ 
tions are against capitalism and the world 
of exploitation it has created. 

Although the May 1992 incidents in 
America are shown as ‘black uprisings, 
the participants were from all sections 


These uprising 
have broken down 
the reactionary winds. 
However is this sufficient? 

No doubt it is only 
by delivering killing blows 
against imperialism not just 
by stopping this particular 
reactionary wind that will 
not get rid of the people's 
problems and pains. 

The question is to get rid of 
imperialism with all the 
results it has given birth to. 

In order to do 
this the relevant ideology 
must be developed and 
strengthened. 


who felt anger against the system and 
they turned ‘the World Capital’, the USA 
into a place of fire. Also the fact that the 
biggest strike of in the history of civil 
aviation took place in America is a clear 
demonstration of peoples discontent. 

The reactions over the past years in 


the European metropolitan countries 
seem never ending, for example, the ac¬ 
tions by French farmers, the radical ac¬ 
tivities of the lorry drivers, the turning of 
the IMF World Bank meetings last year in 
Spain into an international protest, the 
strikes that stopped daily life, the mass 
demonstrations of the unemployment in 
such countries as Spain, France, and Italy 
and again in the same countries the stu¬ 


dent rights restrictions which triggered off 
days of protest, all are following each other. 

Whilst the above was being experi¬ 
enced in the metropolitan countries the 
peoples of the newly exploited countries 
were one of the obstacles in front of the 
wind of imperialism. During a period when 
‘the New World Order’ was bombing the 
peoples, the attempt of Eritrea to take 
power, Libya showing the strength at this 
or that level to oppose the USA, Rwanda 
and Somali standing against the imperial¬ 
ist attacks on there countries are exam¬ 
ples of the fact that they’ll resist against 
imperialism 

As for the Middle East the anti-impe- 
rialist movements which came about 
whilst opposing the collaboration by the 
PLO are now forces that are shaking im¬ 
perialism. The Kurdish National Struggle 
is growing. The Kurdish National Strug¬ 
gle is also supporting the resistance of 
the peoples. 

The persistence of the Peru Commu¬ 
nist Party in continuing the armed strug¬ 
gle, despite all of the negative conditions 
in Latin America where the reactionary 
winds are blowing, the uprising of the 
Zapatista’s in Mexico, are also the anger 
of the peoples against imperialism. 

Even if all of the socialist Castles in 
the world were to demolished, the belief 
in defending socialism and the self confi¬ 
dence that exist within the rev olutionary 
movement is a sign that in Turkey there 
will never be collaboration with imperial¬ 
ism and that the reactionary' wind is ex¬ 
hausted. 

Yes, today within the uprising against 
imperialism there are different sources 
whatever this source is, be it the belief in 
socialism, the anger shown against the 
filth of capitalism or because of the long¬ 
ing in some of the ex-socialist countries 
for the past. 

All of the uprisings are serving to ex¬ 
haust the reactionary wind blown by im¬ 
perialism, it is showing that this wind is 
broken. These uprising have broken down 
the reactionary winds. However is this 
sufficient? No doubt it is only by deliver¬ 
ing killing blows against imperialism not 
just by stopping this particular reaction¬ 
ary wind that will not get rid of the peo¬ 
ples problems and pains. The question is 
to get rid of imperialism with all the re¬ 
sults it has given birth to.
